DETAILED ACTION 



Response to Amendment 

1 . The amendment filed May 14, 2008 has been entered. Claim 2 has been cancelled and 
new claims 22-28 have been added. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a w littcii clcsciiptii)ii of the ciitit)ii, and ol'lhe manner and process of making 
and using it, in such fiill, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable an\ person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of canying out his invention. 

4. Claims 22-24 and 26-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the 
relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
claimed invention. 

The apphcation as originally filed does not specifically support the claim limitation 
"a second reset transistor (claims 22, 26), first amplifier and second amplifier (claims 23, 24 and 
27), source follower (claims 24 and 28), third reset transistor (26), third amplifier transistor 
(claims 27 and 28)." The specification merely discloses a single reset transistor 217 and there is 
no mention in the specification of either amplifier transistor or source follower amplifier. 



Allowable Subject Matter 
5. Claims 1, 3 and 25 are allowed. 
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6. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
None of the cited art discloses a light sensing pixel comprising a first extension with n+ type 
doping coupled to and between a first charge collecting region and a first plug, the first extension 
having a different doping concentration than the first charge collecting region; and a second 
extension with n+ type doping coupled to and between the second charge collecting region and 
the second plug, the second extension having a different doping concentration than the second 
charge collecting region. The above limitations in combination with other claim limitations are 
not taught or fairly suggested by the prior art nor would it be obvious to modify the references of 
record so as to yield the device of the instant application.
